British Road Tax

The sum of 362,928,165 was re­ 
ceived from taxation on road ve 
bides by British revenue author­ 
ities in the last financial year. This 
money is devoted to the m ainten­ 
ance of the main highways of the 
United Kingdom, a fact which has 
led to the tax often being errone­ 
ously referred to as a road tax, 
whidh it is not, as it is only in the 
last few years that the rights of 
local authorities to financial assist­ 
ance from 
national 
sources 
has 
been recognized. 
This report of the adm inistration 
the road fund issued by the min­ 
istry of transport covers the first 
complete 
financial 
year 
under 
■which the new 
rates 
of 
license 
duties on motor vehicles have been 
In operation, and 
the 
payments 
made from the funds, for the same 
period amount to 149,611,965. 
The tax on motor cars actually 
produces $53,975,000, and with the 
balance brought forward from the 
prevous year the fund now totals 
$83,052,740, of which $79,072,150 is 
invested in governm ent securities. 
Against this credit* balance, how­ 
ever, certain heavy commitments 
are due to fall upon the fund in 
the course of the next few years, 
so $56,115,000 have been provision­ 
ally set aside to liquidate these lia­ 
bilities as they come due, which 
leaves the m inistry with $23,950,- 
000 in hand on the road fund ac- 
BOunt. 
The fund has been particularly 
useful in aiding schemes ot road 
construction, promoted especially 
to 
relieve 
unemployment, 
and 
grants to local authorities for this 
purpose, represent for new roads 
$7,945,555, for widening and other 
Improvements, $7,861,960, and for 
rood works carried out under the 
supervision of the m inistry $6,848,- 
)00. 
In addition to emergency un­ 
employment schemes, grants have 
been made in respect of work car­ 
ried out on first and second-class 
roads and bridges, totaling $40,- 
540,135, while $4,193,859 has been 
spent for other repair purposes.—

Land of Extremes 
j. 


“Africa is a land of extrem es,” 
w’rites Oscar Olsson in the 
Wide 
World magazine. This truism is re­ 
flected not only in the 
climate 
and scenery, but in such a rela­ 
tively unim portant feature as the 
stature of tho people. The dom­ 
inant physical 
characteristic ' of 
some tribes—notably the pygmies 
of the Black 
Forest—is 
dim inu­ 
tiveness, while in other part* 
of 
the country there are men who 
may not unreasonably he spoken 
of as giants. I am thinking 
now 
more particularly of the Masai, in 
whose country I spent several ex­ 
tremely interesting weeks 
during 
1919. The Masai 
are a nomadic, 
round-headed, 
muscular, thin-lip­ 
ped people of predatory tem pera­ 
ment and pastoral habits. They are 
the owners of countless herds 
of 
cattle, which roam incessantly in 
search of fresh pastures over 
an 
extensive 
area, 
known 
as 
the 
Masai reserve, lying south of 
the 
Athl river, where the people dw’ell 
in villages 
rem iniscent of 
Kaffir 
kraals. They live entirely by and 
on their cattle, for they 
enither 
sow nor reap, but cultivate beef in 
enormous 
quantities. 
The Masai 
show a more or less haughty toler­ 
ation of 
the white man and 
his 
methods.

silk being brought into the coun­ 
try even at these spectacular prices 
of over $7 per pound is approxi­ 
mately twice as great as in 1913, 
when the price was less than half 
that of today.

mate that the quantity of raw silk 
entering the United States in the 
full year 1912 exceeds by 25 per 
cent th at of the form er high rec­ 
ord year, 1921; if so this would 
bring the 1922 total to 56,000,000 
pounds against 28,000,000 in 1913, 
and 45,000,000 in 1919, 
when the 
silk factories of the country turned 
out 
$688,000,000 
worth

goods against $254,000,000 in 1914, 
and $107,000,000 in 1900. The total 
value of silk goods m anufactured 
in the United States in 1919 was 
six times as great as th at of 1900.

have "gone under" because of the 
burden, he stated, and the situation 
Is one tht demands the attention 
of Congress. 
The farmers have 
been hit by high taxes and big 
mortgages made at war prices at 
the v#ry time the prices of their 
farm products have shown a big 
slump. 
Many 
foreclosures 
and 
bank­ 
ruptcies have resulted, 
Mr. Sin­ 
clair claimed. 
To prove 
his 
statements. Mr. 
Sinclair presented information he 
had collected from questionnaires 
sent to country bankers in Minne­ 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota 
and Montana. 
He expressed the 
opinion that similar conditions pre­ 
vailed in other farming sections. 
In the face of decreased prices 
for their products, the farmers in 
Minnesota, according to informa­ 
tion placed in the official bearings 
of 
the 
senate 
committee, 
a r e 
struggling under taxes 42 per cent 
higher than three years ago. 
In 
North Dakota, 
taxes 
are 77 per 
cent higher; in South Dakota, 33 
per cent and in Montana, 26 per 
cent 
Big Tax Rise 
"The total taxes 
in 
the four 
states 
of 
Montana, 
Minnesota 
North Dakota and South Dakota 
increased from $99,000,000 in 1916 
to $206,000,000 in 1921.” says Mr. 
Sinclair. "That is an overhead that 
had to be met, a constant, con­ 
tinuing overhead. 
I estimated that 
the cost of 
government 
has in­ 
creased 200 per cent over that of 
pre-war days. 
"The farm mortgage 
indebted­ 
ness has increased from $169,000,-
